I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Health  Report  for  the  year  ending 
3i  st  Deceniber,  i9^4. 

ihe  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  mid  year  population  was 
7,4i0  (an  increase  of  350  from  1963).  The  19^2  estimate  was  the  same 
as  that  for  -1963  and  the  ^ 96i  census  figure  was  7,744. 

There  were  '[3^  live  births  the  same  figure  as  in  i963.  There  were 
three  stillbirths  and  one  infant  death.  This  death  was  in  the  first 
week  of  the  child's  life. 

There  was  no  maternal  death. 

The  number  of  deaths  tos  1 i 5 compared  VTith  i 29  the  previous  yeaCe 
Again  most  of  the  deaths  were  from  heart  disease  (including  coronary 
thronbosis)  strokes  and  cancer. 

Six  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  (One  more  than  1 9^3) 
and  one  death  from  tuberculosis  (the  same  as  1963). 

It  can  be  said  that  the  figures  generally  indicate  a healthy 
comrnuni'ty.

There  are  disposal  works  at  present  at  Llanfair  (Llandanwg)  j,  Hsjrlech, 
Yr^rs,  Talsarnau,  J.iinf'fordd,;,  Gilfor  (llandecwyn),  Gellilydan,  M8.erJwjrog, 
TrawsfyiXTdd,  Gaanreg  ( Llanf rothen) , and  Ehyd  ( lianf rothen)  , 

At  Haribedr  there  is  di2rect  discharge  without  treatment,  also  at 
Penrhyndeudraeth,  hut  schemes  for  the  construction  of  new  sewers  ai.id 
disposal  works  are  in  hand.  There  are  also  sewers  at  Croesor  witli  t^ro 
cesspools  for  disposal.  Properly  constrorted  sev/age  disposal  works 
should,  he  provided  here.

Further  consideration  is  also  being  given  to  suggestions  hy  the 
Council.’ s E.nginee.rs  for  the  improvement  of  works,  and  their  enlargement 
w’aere  required. 


SUiUGHTER  CF  liKBiUJB 

The  slnughterhouse  at  Gae  lago,  Ffestiniog  contirued  to  operate 
satisfactorily  - during  the  year,  a.nd  all  animals  slaughtered  were  inspected 
as  to  their  fitness  for  human  consimiption. 


RODin^  CONTROL 

The  CcuiTcil  employ  one  fUU  time  rodent  operator,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Ffestiniog  Urban  District  Council,  Tlie  whole  of  the  dis'Crict’s 
sewerage  system  was  treated  diaring  May  and  June,  and  all  Council  refuse 
sites  and  sewage  disposal  works  were  regularly  inspected  and  treated. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  occupiers  of  both  agricult\iral  and  business 
premises  are  carrying  out  their  own  treatments  for  rodent  destruction. 
Despite  a fxxrther  determired  effort  to  interest  the  occupiers  of  such 
px'emises  to  enter  into  a contract  agreement  for  rodent  control,  the 
response  was  again  negative.

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  Council  collect  refuse  once  v;eekly  throu^out  the  district,  apart 
from  a few  isolated  houses  and  farms.  The  service  was  extended  to  cover 
aU-  additional  dwelling  houses  erected.  The  new  refuse  collecting 
vehicle  purchased  In  ■]  963  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily, 

Duri?ing  the  summer,  refuse  and  litter  produced  at  the  major  caravan 
Camps  was  collected  daily,  and  all  litter  baskets  throughout  the  district 
were  emptied  on  an  average  of  four  days  each  week. 

There  are  three  refuse  disposal  tips  in  the  district,  and  disposal 
on  each  is  partia3J.y  controlled.  Difficulty  was  again  experienced  ±n 
finding  sufficient  and  suitable  covering  material  for  the  refuse 
deposited,  but,  by  regular  use  of  the  Council-owned  tractor  fitted  with 
dozer  blade  the  throe  disposal  tips  v/ere  kept  in  a nuisance-free  condition. 


FOOD_KYGIEKB 

No  complaints  v/ere  received  from  the  public  of  contaminated  foodstuffs 
or  of  unhygienic  conditions  of  food  handling.  There  were  no  food 
poisoning  notifications  nor  cases  otherwise  ascertained  during  the  year.

Triffpections  v/ere  carried  out  at  catering  esta'blishmentsj  licenced 
pi-emir.es,  grocers  and  butchers'  shops,  ice  oreain  premises,  and  adv^ire 
given  regarding  food  hygiene  v/ith  a view  to  mininiizing  the  evero-present 
risk  of  food  contamination,  Delivei^^  vans  and  mobile  shops  v/ere 
inspected  as  often  as  possible. 

In  connection  with  the  food  poisoning  outbrealc  at  Aberdeen,  all  shopsj 
cafering  establishments  etc.,  in  the  district  were  visited  to  ascerta.in 
ii'  ary  suspect  corned  beef  v\?as  held  in  stock,  and  the  necessary  advice 
given. 

Eighteen  traditional  houses  were  completed  by  the  Council  during  the 
year  in  order  to  meet  both  the  general  needs  of  the  district  and  the 
persomel  empiqj^ed  at  the  Nuclear  Power  Station,  Trawsfynydd. 

S-'me  fmrther  progress  v/as  made  with  the  clearance  of  unfit  houses 
insofar  as  the  owners  thereof  submitted  satisfactory  proposals  for  repair 
and  improvement,  and  the  work,  was  satisfactorily  completed.  Although  'Ihe 
Council  are  fortunate  in  that  there  are  relatively  fev/  occupied  vmfit  house 
la  the  aarea,  it  is  obvious  that  a concentrated  effort  to  oon^lete  the 
programme  will  have  to  be  made  in  9^5,  otherwise  the  problem  will  remain 
inde  f ini  tely ,
